HARBOR OF SANTIAGO, 
Sunday, 
July 3—4 p. m.—Admiral Cerve- 
ra's fleet, consisting of the armored 
cruisers Cristobal Colon, Almirante 
Oquendo, Infanta Maria Teresa, the 
Vizcaya, and the two torpedo boat 
destroyers Furor and Pluton, which 
have been held in the harbor of 
Santiago for six weeks by the cDm- 
bined squadrons of Rear Admiral 
Sampson and Commodore 
Schley, 
lies today at the bottom of the Car- 
ribbean sea off the southern coast 
of Cuba. 
The Spanish admir?l is a 
prisoner of war on the auxiliary 
gunboat Gloucester, 
formerly J. 
Pierpont Morgan's yacht Corsiar, 
and 1,300 other Spanish officers and 
sailors who escaped the fright- 
ful 
carnage 
caused 
by the 
shells 
from the American war- 
ship?, are also held as prisoners of 
war by the United States navy. 


The American victory is complete. 
The American vessels are practically 
untouched and only one man was 
killed, though the ships were sub- 
jected to the heavy fire of the 
Spaniards all the time the battle 
lasted. 
Admiral Cervera made as 
gallant a rush for liberty and for 
the preservation of his ships as ever 
occurred in the history of naval 
warfare. In the face o£ overwhelm- 
ing odds, with nothing: before him 
but inevitable destruction or sur- 
render if he remained any longer in 
the trap in which the American 
fleet held him, he made a bold dash 
from the harbor at a time when the 
Americans least expected him to do 
so, fighting every inch of the way, 
and even when his ships 
were 
ablaze and sinking, he tried to 
escape the doom which thundered 
from every American gun trained 
upon h i s vessels. 
T h e Americans 
s a w 
him t h e moment h e left t h e 
harbor, and commenced their work 
of destruction immediately. 


For an hour or two they followed 
the flying Spaniards to the west- 
ward along the shore line, sending 
shot after shot into their blazing 
hulls, tearing great holes in their 
steel sides and covering their decks 
with the blood of the killed and 
wounded. 
At no time 
did the 
Spaniards show any indication that 
they intended to do otherwise than 
fight to the last. 
They showed no 
signals to surrender, 
even when 
their ships commenced to sink and 
great clouds of smoke pouring from 
their sides showed they were on 
fire, but they turned their heads to- 
ward the shore, less than a mile 
away, and ran them on the beach 
and rocks, where their destruction 
was soon completed. 
The officers 
and men on board then escaped to 
the shore as well as they could with 
the assistance of the boats sent from 
the American men-of-war, and then 
threw themselves upon the mercy 
of 
their 
captors, 
who not 
only 
extended 
them 
the 
gracious hand of American chivalry, 
but sent them a guard to protect 
them from the murderous bands of 
Cuban soldiers hiding in the bush 
on the hillside, eager to rush dovm. 
and attack the defeated, valorous 
foe. 
One after another of the Span- 
ish warships became the victims of 
the awful rain of shells which the 
American battleships, cruisers and 
gunboats poured upon them, and 
two hours after the first of the fleet 
started out of Santiago harbor, the 
three cruisers and the two torpedo 
boat destroyers were lying on the 
shore, ten to fifteen miles west of 
Morro Castle, pounding to pieces, 
smoke and flame pouring from them, 
covering the entire coast line with 
clouds. 
Heavy explosions of am- 
munition occurred every few min- 
utes, sending a shower of broken 
iron and steel into thai water on 
every side. 


The Spanish vessels sank deeper 
and deeper into the sand, or else 
the rocks ground their hulls to 
pieces, as they rolled or pitched 
forward or sideways, with every 
wave: washed upon them from th^ 
M. Admiral Cervera escaped 
the shore: in a boat sent by thM 
^lotrdest^r to the assistance of the 


Infanta Maria Teresa. As soon as 
he touched the beach he surrendered 
himself and command to Lieutenant 
Morton and asked to be taken on 
b^ard the Gloucester, the only 
American vessel near him at the 
time, with several of his ofBcers, in- 
cluding the captain of the flagship. 
The Spanish admiral, who was 
wounded in the arm, was taken to 
the Gloucester and received at her 
gangway by her commander, Lieu- 
tenant Commander Richard Wain- 
wright, who grasped the hand of 
the gray bearded admiral and said 
to him : 


"I congratulate you upon having 
made as gallant a fight as was ever 
witnessed on sea." 


Lieutenant 
Commander 
Wain- 
wright plnced his cabin at the dis- 
posal of the Spanish officers. At 
that time the Spanish flagship and 
four other Spanish vessels had been 
aground and burning for two hours, 
and the only one of the escaping 
fleet which could not be seen was 
the Cristobal Colon. But a half 
dozen curies of smoke far down on 
tbe western horizon showed the fate 
that was awaiting her. 


The Cristobal Colon, a fair test of 
the Spanish ships, soon obtained a 
lead over the others after leaving 
the harbor and escaped the effect of 
the shots which destroyed the other 
vessels. 
She steamed away at great 
speed, with the Oregon, the New 
York, the Brooklyn and several 
other ships in pursuit, all firing at 
her constantly and receiving the 
fire themselves from her after guns. 
There seemed no possibility what- 
ever for her to escape, and while 
her fate is not definitely known at 
this 
hour, 
it can be readily 
imagined 
from 
the words of 
Capt. Robley D. Evans, of the 
Iowa, who returned from the west- 
ward with 340 prisoners from the 
Vizcaya just as the Associated Press 
dispatch boat Wanda was leavitag 
the Spanish 
flagship. In answer 
to the inquiry, he shouted through a 
megaphone: 


"I left the Cristobal Colon far to 
the westward an hour ago and the 
Oregon was giving her hell. She 
has undoubtedly gone down with 
the others and we will have a 
Fourth of July celebration in Santi- 
ago tomorrow." 


Captain Evans, who l^ad been in 
the thick of the engagement up to 
the time he took the Vizcaya's offi- 
cers and crew from the shore, said 
ihat to the best of his knowledge 
not one American ship had been 
struck. 
The torpedo boat Ericsson, 
which also returned from the west- 
ward at about the same time, made 
a similar report, saying it was be- 
lieved no man was injured on board 
the American ships, though another 
report had it that one man was 
killed on board the Brooklyn, which 
had not been verified when this dis- 
patch was sent. 


There is no means of telling now 
what the Spanish loss was, but it is 
believed to have been very heavy, 
.is the pri.soners in custody report 
that their decks were strewn with 
dead and wouhded in great num- 
bers, besides there is a statement 
that many bodies could be seen fas- 
tened to pieces of wrecks floating in 
the sea after the fight was over. A 
large number of Spanish wounded 
were 
removed to the American 
ships. 


There can be no doubt that Ad- 
miral Cervera's plan to escape from 
Santiago harbor was entirely unex- 
pected by Admiral Sampson, and 
the best evidence is that when the 
Spanish vessels were seen coming 
out of the harbor the flagshiij New 
York was seven miles away steam- 
ing to the eastward to Juragua, the 
military base, nine miles east of 
Morro. 
The New York was out of 
sight altogether at every stage, but 
ehe immediately put about and fol- 
lowed the others. 


Commodore Schley's flagship, the 
Brooklyn, had her usual position at 
the.extreme west end of the line, 
ten miles from the New York and 
Texas. 
It is peculiar that he 
should have been in the proper po- 
sition to direct the movement of 
his 
flying 
squadron against the 
Spanish fleet, which he had bott?ed 
up in Santiago harbor six weeks 
ago. As a matter of fact, the en- 
tire American 
fleet was much 
farther off shore than usual when 
the Spaniards made their appear- 
ance this morning. 


Aside 
f r o m

yesterday morning, w h i c h 
resulted 
in knocking down the flag on Morro 
castle and the supposed silencing of 
the batteries, which opened fire 
again this morning as usual, the 
navy had done little recently to 
attract interest here.

MADRID, 
July 5.—3 A. M.—The 
general public of the Spanish capi- 
tal, at this hour, still believes Ad- 
miral Cervera and his squadron 
have escaped from 
Santiago de 
Cuba, thanks to the official dis- 
patches given out by the govern- 
ment and the interviews granted by 
the ministers. 


A dispatch from Captain General 
Blanco says : 


"Cervera's squadron, at 11 o'clock 
on Sunday morning, broke the cen- 
ter of the line of the American fleet 
and proceeded at full steam in a 
westernly direction." 


The Spanish minister of war, 
Senor Aunon, is quoted in an inter- 
view as saying: 


"I am highly pleased with the 
feat of arm^performed by Admiral 
Cervera's squadron, which left San- 
tiago the moment Admiral Cervera 
judged it opportune to do so." 


After eulogizing the Spanish ad 
miral, the minister 
of marine 
added ; 


"The squadron could only leave 
the harbor at a given moment, and 
when the moment arrived Admiral 
Cervera seized it. I have never 
doubted he would do so. But, of 
course, it is difficult to foresee the 
result. 
The American 
squadron 
was taken by surprise. 
After at- 
tacking us. the American admiral 
detached five of his best ships 
which steamed for sometime abreast 
of ours, but they were soon left 
astern. 


"Only the Iowa and Brooklyn 
were able to follow our fleet, but it 
is certain they will not do so, for 
fear ot reprisals on our part. Ad- 
miral 
Cervera 
deserves 
great 
praise.'' 


It is said, in addition General 
Pando is still at Havana and the re- 
inforcements for Santiago de Cuba 
are commanded by General Pareja 
and Colonels Escario and Nario. 
Not one of the official dispatches re- 
ceived from Cuba up to this hour 
make mention of the destruction of 
Admiral Cervera's squadron and, 
consequently, 
the American ac- 
counts of the battle cause immense 
surprise and sensation, though they 
are discredited by the Spanish 
officials. 


Every one, anxiously awaiting for 
news of today's expected bombard- 
ment of Santiago de Cuba, ^and it 
is admitted that the fighting will 
result in appalling bloodshed. 


The Spaniards doubt whether the 
Americans, even if they destroy 
the city, will succeed in penetrating 
into it, as the losses are confidently 
expected to be far more enormous 
since the arrival of the Spanish re- 
inforcements at Santiago. It will, 
according to the people here, en- 
able Santiago to make a more te- 
nacious defense than would other- 
wise have been the case. 


There is much comment here 
over the news of the departure of 
the warships from Manila at the 
moment of the arrival there of the 
American 
reinforcements. 
Only 
two German, two French and four 
British warships now remain at Ma- 
nila and people are asking if inter- 
national politics have undergone a 
change and if the Americans are to 
be given a free hand in the Philip- 
pine islands. 


The news received here that the 
British consul at Hong Kong has 
sent a dispatch boat to Manila for 
the purpose of informing Rear Ad- 
miral Dewey of the fact that Admiral 
Camara's squadron has traversed the 
Suez canal is much 
commented 
upon and the newspapers assert 
that the Egyptian and British 
authorities 
purposely 
placed ob- 
stacles in the way of Admiral 
Camara's departure, in order to 
delay his arrival at Manila as long 
as possible, adding that the British 
have been more scrupulous in main- 
taining the neutrality of the Suez 
canal than they were when they 
alloweci a steamer to leave Hong 
Kong loaded with arms for the 
Manila insurgents. 


It is inferred that the news re- 
ceived in Madrid to the effect that 
the British consul at Hong Kong 
has sent a dispatch boat to Manila 
for the purijose of informing Rear 
Admiral Dewey of the fact that Ad- 
miral Camara's squadron has tra- 
versed the Suez canal, refers to the 
British authorities at Hong Kong 
having taken that fctep.

WASHINGTON, July 5 . — T h e r e will 
be no bombardment of Santiago to- 
day and possibly not during the 
present week. 
This is the opinion 
of members of the cabinet as ex- 
pressed on leaving the white house 
after the cabinet meeting. 


Secretary Alger and Secretary 
Long have been in almost*constant 
communication with General Shaf ter 
and Admiral 
Sampson upon the 
situation and the conclusion has 
been reached that it would not be 
advisable to attempt to carry the 
city of Santiago by storm with our 
present forces. 


Gheneral Shaf ter, ia a dispatch 
received last night, confirmed the 
report that General Pando, 
with 
about six thousand Spaniards, had 
arrived in the city, and were al- 
ready distributed among the fortifi- 
cations. 


This reinforcement 
makes the 
Spanish forces defending the city 
from 16,000 to 18,000. 


The very great advantage of being 
intrenched adds materially to their 
strength and, in the opinion of mili- 
tary men, makes 
their effective 
fighting force from a third to a half 
greater than our own. 


General Shafter in his dispatches 
states that the excessive heat and 
rains of the last two weeks 
have 
contributed nearly as much as the 
Spanish bullets to the ineffective- 
ness of our army. 
Under these cir- 
cumstances it is his opinion that it 
would be unwise to attempt to carry 
the city by assault. 


This view is shared by the officials 
here and also, it is understood, by 
Admiral Sampson, in- command of 
the fleet. 


At the cabinet meeting the presi- 
dent directed that telegrams be sent 
to General Shafter and Admiral 
Sampson suggesting that they con- 
fer as to the situation and par- 
ticulary as to the advisability of the 
admiral's attempt to force a passage 
into Santiago bay and so be in a 
position" to render effective aid in 
the assault upon the city. It is | 
known to be General Shafter's de- 
sire to have the fleet enter the 
harbor. 
Orders were also given 
looking to the immediate dispatch 
of troop ships from Tampa with re- 
inforcements for Shafter and others 
now off Santiago will be brought 
here at the earliest possible moment 
to aid in the transportation of rein- 
forcements. 


It is probable that at least 15,000 
will be sent forward as rapid]y as 
transxjortation 
can be provided. 
Thus augmented, there seems to be 
no doubt that the forces 
under 
General Shafter will be able to 
storm and take the city without 
delay. 
These are the views enter 
tained by members of the cabinet 
who talk freely today on the sub- 
ject. 


Nevertheless the orders 
under 
which both the army and the navy 
are now operating gives the com- 
manders wide discretion and it is 
not doubted that should changed 
circumstances seem to warrant it, 
an aggressive movement will be 
begun. 


A senator who talked with the 
military officials said there was no 
doubt of the outcome if the Amer- 
ican fleet could get inside the harbor 
and thus place the city between the 
land and sea bombardment. 


The arrival at Santiago of Gen- 
eral Pando with reinforcements for 
Linares, occasioned some comment 
on the course of General Garcia and 
his Cuban troops in not holding 
Pando back, particularly in view of 
the fact 
that 
General Lawton's 
brigade was co-operating with Gar- 
cia, but it is believed that the lat- 
ter left Lawton in an embarrassed 
position. At tbe same time the dis- 
position of the authorities was 
mainly to meet the sitriation now 
presented, rather than the question 
how it had come about. 


miral Sampson, who have been di- 
rected to co-operate in the general 
attack upon Santiago, will perfect a 
plan of action against the city to- 
day. 
It is regarded as likely that 
Admiral Sampson will immediately 
and perhaps today attack the forti- 
cations at the entrance of the har- 
bor and force his way into the bay 
of Santiago. 


Once there he will be able to com- 
mand the city absolutely. 


It is fully realized that the at 
tempt to force an entrance, to the 
harbor will be a hazardous venture. 
The channel leading into the bay, as 
is well understood, is very narrow 
and the vessels passing through it 
will be subjected to a terrific fire 
from the batteries on both sides, as 
well as from the Morro and other 
permanent fortifications. 


Naval officials believe that, before 
Admiral Sampson can gain an en- 
trance to the harbor he will have to 
demolish the shore batteries and 
render the Morro useless as a forti- 
fication commanding the channel 
entrance. 


Rumors were current at the war 
department that Sampson's 
fleet 
already had entered the harbor. 
This could not be confirmed in any 
official quarter. 
One report was 
that the signal officer had so re- 
ported to General Greely, but the 
latter said he had received nothing 
of that nature.

WASHINGTON, July 5.—The navy 
department had no additional de- 
tails this morning on the annihila- 
tion of the Spanish fleet, and it was 
said the dispatches from Sampson 
and Watson giving the essential 
facts, were not likely to be followed 
by minuter details except through 
the mail. 


Admiral Sampson was not present 
when the engagement began, and 
Commodore Watson's dispatch of 
last night indicated that he had 
reached Santiago after the fight. 


In the absence of both Sampson 
and Watson, the direction of the 
fight would have fallen to Commo- 
dore Schley, and being in the heat 
of the engagement on the flagship 
Brooklyn, it seems probable that he 
gavé the signals by which the Amer- 
ican ships maneuvered and selected 
their various points of attack. 


The department officials feel the 
same sentiments of gratitude for all 
the officers participating in the great 
battle, as it is felt that each of them 
contributed to the utmost, according 
to the circumstances of his position. 


The disposition of Admiral Cer- 
vera and the 1,500 prisoners is re- 
ceiving the attention of all officials 
today, but no exact determination 
has yet been reached. 
Admiral Cer- 
vera will be treated with the con- 
sideration due his rank, and the de- 
partment officials expressed a sense 
of gratification that Lieutenant Com- 
mander Wainwright bad shown the 
gallantry 
characteristic 
of the 
American navy when he received 
the defeated Spanish admiral on 
board the little cruiser Gloucester, 
and tendered him the use of his 
cabin.

CHICKAMAUGA, 
National Military 
Park, July 
5 —No 
troops 
left 
Chickamauga today and it is now 
not known when any will go. 


General conditions have material- 
ly changed during the last twen- 
ty-four hours, and as far as the 
troops here are concerned, it is ap- 
parent that the war department had 
materially altered its plan. 


Six regiments had been ordered 
to move today in command of 
General 
Wilson 
as 
division 
commander, 
and the railroads 
had 
all 
of the 
necessary 
trains to carry the soldiers to the 
front; the quartermaster's depart- 
ment had loaded a train of fifteen 
cars with supplies to accompany the 
troops, but the destruction of Cer- 
vera's fleet Sunday, at Santiago, 
changed the whole plans of the de- 
partment, and a rescinding order 
was received last night. 
' As a result the troops did cot 
leave, the subsistence train was 
stopped and the contents were un • 
loaded and everything will now wait 
the next move of the department. 


The six regiments which expected 
to go today are as follows : 


Third Wisconsin, Colonel M. T. 
Moore commanding; Second Wis- 
consin, Colonel Chas. A. Born com- 
manding ; Sixteenth Pennsylvania, 
Colonel 
Willis J. Hullings com- 
manding ; Fourth Ohio, Colonel A. 
B. Coit commanding ; Fourth Penn- 
sylvania, 
Colonel D. B. 
Case 
commanding. 


The entire first corps is still pre- 
paring to move, but orders are 
expected for the preparations to be 
discontinued and for the various 
regiments to resume their regular 
routine would not prove a surprise 
to the officers. 


No information was given out at 
headquarters as to when the move- 
ment will begin or whether or not 
countermanding orders 
are 
ex- 
pected. 


If the corps does move, it is gen- 
erally believed by the officers that 
it will be sent in its entirety to 
Porto Rico as at first intended. 


This belief is based on the fact 
that none of the regiments will be 
needed by Shafter. 


The paymasters continue to work 
night and day and the indicatii-ns 
now are that they will finish their 
big task by Thursday night. 


The paymasters have been so busy 
paying the regiments that up to to- 
day the total sum paid out had not 
been summed up. It will, however, 
average about ^5^35,000 to each regi- 
ment. 


THE COTTNTERMAND COUNTERMANDED, 


CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., July 5 . — 
Shortly after noon today 
orders 
were issued to the First brigade, 
first army corps to break camp and 
march to Ringgold, Ga., there to 
take trains for Charleston, SS. C. 


An hour later the three regiments 
compo3ing the brigade, the Second 
Wisconsin, Third Wisconsin and 
Sixteenth Pennsylvania, had left 
camp. 


The loading at Ringgold began 
about 3 o'clock. 
The Third Illinois, 
Fourth Ohio and Fourth Pennsyl- 
vania are under orders and will 
probably go tonight. 


Major General Wilson, who com- 
mands the detachment which goes 
from her« to Santiago, has orders to 
proceed to Charleston tonight. 


The order for the six regiments to 
rush out came as a great surprise 
on account of the order received 
last night.

LONDON, July 5.—A special dis- 
patch from Manila, dated July 2, 
says Captain General Augusti made 
a sortie for the purpose of repairing 
the aqueduct which supplies the 
walled city, and in au endeavor to 
communicate with General Monet. 
The insurgents concentrated their 
troops and opposed the sortie, forc- 
ing the Spanish commander 
t« - re- 
turn to Manila. 


The insurgents are said to have 
suffered severe losses and the Span- 
iards are reported to have had fifty 
men killed and 150 wounded. 


HOW SHAFTER'S ARMY

A T THE FRONT, 
H e a d q u a r t e r s o f 
General 
Shafter's 
Army, 
Before 
Santiago de Cuba, Sunday, July 3rd 
via Kingston, Jamiaca, July 4 — 
Early in the day a man at the look- 
out had reported that the Spanish 
fleet, 
under 
the command of 
Admiral Cervera, had sailed out of 
the harbor of Santiago de Cuba, but 
it was not until late this afternoon 
tliat the result was known at the 
front. 


As the word o f the magnificent 
victory flew from sentry to sentry 
along the firing lines, and 
was 
shouted to the 
companies, 
regi- 
ments and brigades, a great cheer 
swept down the line of weary men, 
which gathered force as it went, 
until tbe rattle of muaketry was 
downed 
in the 
ronr 
from 
glad American throats. The news 
was flashed backed back into the un- 
derbrush, where the reserves lay, 
and the men almost stampeded in 
their enthusiastic desire to get to 
the front. 


The cheering continued through 
the evening as the details of the 
fight came in. 
The men could not 
have been more enthusiastic bad the 
victory been theirs instead of the 
navy's. 


Although the firing continued all 
day between the outposts very little 
damage was done on either side. 


General Chaffee was wounded 
slightly, a 
rifle bullet 
cutting 
through his foot, but he will not be 
compelled to leave the field. 


The only severe firing during the 
day occurred when the Spanish 
fieet was leaving the harbor. The 
enemy evidently atfempted to di- 
vert the attention of our troops, but 
the Americans responded so will- 
ingly that the fire soon ceased, and 
was only resumed at intervals dur- 
ing the remainder of the day. 


Last night the only aggressive 
movement the Spaniards made re- 
sulted in their severe defeat. 


At about 10 o'clock the enemy 
came out of the breaches about the 
city walls in large forces and dashed 
straight for the American lines. 


In one or two places our men fell 
back from their position, but quick- 
ly rallied and drove the enemy back 
pellmell into their own ditches. 


The Spanish losses must have 
been frightful, as they were ex- 
posed toa terrific fire a quarter of an 
hour. 
The losses on the American 
side were v e r y l i g h t , a s o u r s o l d i e r s 
lay in the rille tjita and had every 
advantage. 


T h e most dating of «he Spanish 
forces are the sharpshooters. 


They take their positions almost 
at the wall, and from the dense tree 
tops do execution with smokeless 
powder, making it difficult to locate 
them. 
Several times they have shot 
into Gheneral Shaf ter's tent, which 
is several miles from the front, and 
they have inflated the trail for ten 


; niiles between Juragua and the out- 
I posts. 
j 
One of the most horrible features 
I of the war is that dozens of men 
' have been killed as they lay in 
litters, and that surgeons, wearing 
the emblem of the Red Cross society 
upon their arms, have been the 
special object of attack. 


The number of killed and wounded 
for the week reaches tonight about 
1.800. 
No effort is, apparently, 
being made by our officers to expe- 
di^e the listing of the casualties, 
; and not one-fifth of the total names 
are known even to the commanding 
officers. 


Already 800 cases have 
been 
hvadled at the hospitals 
here, 
iiecause of the overflow from the 
hospitals at the front. 


There has been only one death 
sinco the hospital was established, 
that of Private Myers, of the Sixth 
i fan try, which occurred 
today. 
Ho was shot through the body. 


Adjutant Wood, of the 
Ninth 
cavalry, who was shot through the 
face, and who was not expected to 
rocover, is improviner rapidly and 
will be sent to Key West next week. 


There has been much conjecture 
today as to whether Lieutenant M. A. 
Babon, of the Ninth cavalry, who 
is the acting topographical officer, 
of the staff, made the maps of the 
trails before Friday's battle. He 
has been at work every since, most 
of the time in and around the Span- 
ish lines. 
He has almost always re- 
fused an escort, and though he has 
been shot at several times, he has 
not been wounded. Thursday, while 
out with two men, he encountered a 
detachment of ten Spaniards and an 
officer, and took all prisoners. A 
total of 290 prisoners were captured 
in battle at Caney on Friday, of 
whom forty-five were regular Span- 
ish soldiers in uniforms, two officers 
and the remainaer armed residents 
of the town. 


Nine wounded men were left in 
the block house attended by a native 
physician. 
The other 
prisoners 
were brought to Juragua today in 
charge of Captain McArthur and 
two companies of the Thirty-third 
Michigan 
regiment 
and camped 
along the railroad. 


The Cubans followed them in 
great crowds and hurled epithets at 
the frightened captives. 


All the soldiers belonged to the 
Twenty-ninth Spanish regulars and 
expected to be killed. 


BRITISH WARSHIPS

in order to bring away British sub- 
jects who are desirous of leaving 
that. city.

The 
quartette yesterday caught sixteen 
black bass, the smalle.sfe of which 
weighed one pound and four ounces 
and the largest over five pounds.

SOLDIERS PET PAY. 


A Happy Day for the Boys in 
Camp at Chickaniauga. 


Many of Tbein are Sending: Their 
First 
Soldier Money to Their Home»— 
Heard of Victory. 


The following letter is received 
from T H E SENTINEL correspondent at 
Camp Thomas : 
HEADQUARTERS TWENTY-EIGHTH "

To The S e n t i n b l : 


At last the day that the boys of 
our batter have been anxiously look- 
ing for has come. 
This afternoon 
at about 4 o'clock the command was 
given to fall in for pay, and the way 
the boys scrambled into line is ex- 
celled only by the way they fall in 
at the call for mess. 
After all the 
men were lined up the company 
was marched 
over to the pay- 
master's headquarters and then was 
obliged to wait its turn. 


This wait, while only about 
half 
an hour in length, was the most im- 
patient one the boys have endured 
since May 16—the day we were last 
paid. 
All sorts of mathematical 
calculations were indulged in to 
ascertain how much was coming to 
each soldier. It was rather diffi- 
cult to find any two 
men 
who 
figured alike or who obtained the 
same results. 
Some figured on the 
basis of only one month's pay at so 
much per day. 
Some counted the 
days 
since 
we 
have 
been 
in Chickamauga, 
Some went back 
to the day we left Indianapolis, 
which really did seem to be the 
most plausible way of figuring the 
matter. 
It was wondered whether 
the twenty per cent, additional pay 
that was talked about as being due 
the army in time of war, would be 
added. 
It was supposed by some 
that we would be paid up to June 
12, just one month from the day we 
were mustered into the United 
States army. 
And all this conject- 
uring could find no satisfactory re- 
lief by inquiring of the officers, for 
this being our first pay day 
since 
we became United 
States 
soldiers, 
no one could state definitely on 
what basis we would be paid. 
So it 
remained for the boys to stand in 
line and just wait until they got 
their money in their hands. 
Some 
of the men had figured the matter 
down to the exact amount 
that 
would be due them if they were to 
be paid for the full 
fifty 
days— 
from May 12 to July 
1, and 
including the twenty per cent, ad- 
ditional 
and these 
came the 
nearest 
to the 
amount re- 
ceived. 
Soon 
all 
were re- 
lieved of the anxiety, and as the 
boys marched past the paymaster's 
stand and received their money, 
they staxted to stroll slowly back to 
their own quarters fully satisfied 
with what they had received. 
Some 
of the boys say they received even a 
little more than they had 
figured 
out that they were to receive. To- 
night all is joy in the hearts of the 
soldier boys, and some are even 
now writing letters home in which 
they intend to send some of their 
money, if not the largest share of it. 
Every man in the battery was paid 
what was due him up to July 1, 
even the new recruits who joined 
us only a week or so ago. 


There was a little fun created by 
one of our corporals at the expense 
of a new man a day or two ago. 
The recruit was 
expressing his 
doubts as to whether the new men 
would come in on this pay day for 
any money, and the corporal jok- 
ingly said : 
"Why, now, certainly 
certainly not. 
You fellows haven't 
done anything to earn any 
money 
yet." 
And then 
the recruit 
replied: 
"I'd like to know 
why 
we haven't done anything. 
We've 
done all the dirty work that's been 
done around camp since we came 
here." 
And the corporal had to 
acknowledge 
defeat, though the 
laugh was on the recruit. 
The ru- 
mor of the capture of Santiago 
reached Camp Thomas last night, 
and although, of course, nothing 
definite could be ascertained, the 
soldiers let their joy take pessession 
of their voices, and shouting and 
cheering could be heard all over 
the camp, and this was kept up un- 
til a late hour. 


Over in the One Hundred and 
Sixtieth Indiana, some of our boys 
over there report that the members 
of the different companies got after 
the band boys, and routing them 
out of their bnnks a>nnoanced the 
news to them and made them get 
out their instruments. 
They were 
not so particular as to how much 
of their uniform they put on, but 
they did want music and they got 
it. 
After quite a large number of 
soldiers had formed a procession, 
they marched up, with the hand 
leading them, to the different brig- 
ade headquarters, and arousing the 
officers 
demanded 
a 
speech. 
Our 
boys 
say that 
although 
this 
was a 
breech 
of 
military etiquette, they succeeded 
in 
accomplishing 
their 
purpose.

It was about 9 o'clock this morn- 
ing when the flagship, Infanta Maria 
Teresa, passed under the walls of 
Morro castle and steamed out to sea, 
followed by the Cristobal Colon, 
the Vizcaya, the Oquendo and last 
by the torpedo 
boat 
destroyers 
Furor and Pluton. 
The lookout on 
the American vessels lying five or 
ten miles from the entrance of the 
harbor sighted them 
immediately. 
The signal for full speed ahead was 
running from the bridge to the en- 
gine room and every ship of the en- 
tire fleet commenced to move in 
shore toward the Spanish fleet, and 
the great twelve and thirteen-inch 
guns of the battleships and the 
smaller 
batteries on the other 
vessels fired shot after shot at long 
range. 


As thQ ships ran in towards the 
shore, 
the Spaniards turned east- 
ward as soon as they had 
cleared 
the harbor, 
and started on their 
race for safety, at the same time 
sending answering shots at the 
American ships aa fast as the me n 
could load and fire the guns. The 
Brooklyn, the Massachusetts, the 
Texas, the Oregon and the Iowa 
were nearer the Spaniards than any 
others of the American vessels, but 
still most of them were too far 
away to get an effective range. 
They crowded on all steam, 
how- 
ever, in preparation for the chase, 
never stopping their fire one mo- 
ment. 


The Gloucester, the fast 
little 
yacht that cannot boast of any 
heavier battery than several six- 
pounders and three-pounders, was 
lying off Aguadores, three miles 
east of Morro, when the Spaniards 
came out. At first she joined in the 
attack upon the large vessels and 
then held oft" some, Captain Wain- 
wright concluding to reserve his ef- 
forts for the two torpedo boat de- 
stroyers in the rear. 
The Glou- 
cester steamed after them when 
they appeared and chased them to a 
point five miles west of Morro, pour- 
ing shot after shot into them all the 
time. 


Her efforts bore abundant fruits, 
for to her belongs the credit for the 
destruction of both destroyers. She 
fired 1,4C0 shots during the chase, 
and it was not long until both de- 
stroyers were on fire and plainly 
disabled. 
Nothwithstanding 
this 
they both returned the Gloucester's 
fire, and a rain of small shells fell 
around the yacht. 
The Furor evi- 
dently determined she would not 
stand the fire any longer, and she 
put about and headed back for San- 
tiago. 
Then the Gloucester simply 
smothered her with shots from her 
rapid fire guns and running like the 
wind, forced her to turn around 
again and head westward. 


The smoke commenced to rise 
from the Furor's sides and she put 
in towards shore. 
Before she had 
gone far, what was left of her crew 
abandoned her and took to the boats, 
reaching shore. 
By that time she 
was a mass of ñames, drifting about 
helplessly. 
The Pluton wa« in the 
same distressing condition and was 
also headed for shore, running up 
alongside of a low bluff, where she 
soon pounded to pieces and 
finally 
broke in two completely. 
It was a 
most dangerous landing place for 
her crew and only half of them 
reached the shore alive. 
The Glou- 
cester did not go any further west, 
but lay off shore and sent in a boat 
to the assistance of the destroyers. 


In the meantime the larger Amer- 
ican ships were gaining on the 
Spanish cruisers and a storm of 
shots were passing between pur- 
suers and pursued. 
The American 
fire was so rapid that the ships were 
enveloped in a thick cloud of smoke, 
and it was impossible to tell what 
vessels were doing the greatest exe- 
cution. 
The Brooklyn and five 
battleships were keeping up a con- 
tinuous fire upon the Teresa, the 
Vizcaya and the Oquendo, and the 
latter was returning it with no suc- 
cess. 
The guns of the battery just 
east of Morro castle also took part, 
and their shells fell around the 
American ships. 


The 
Spanish 
ships 
had now 
reached a point about seven miles 
west of Morrow and a mile or two 
beyond the place where the Furor 
was burning and the Pluton broke 
in two against the cliff. 
The fiag- 
ship and the Oquendo were the first 
to show signals of distress. Two 
thirteen-inch shells from one of the 
battleships had struck the Maria 
Teresa at the water line, 
tearing 
great holes and causing her to fill. 
The Oquendo suffered the same fate 
and both ships headed for a small 
cove and went aground 200 yards 
from the shore, the flames shooting 
from them in every direction. 


For hours after Admiral Cervera 
went aboard the Gloucester the 
Infánta Maria Teresa, 
Alniirante 
Oquendo and Vizcaya continued,to 
bam and every now and then a 
deep roar, accompanied by a burst 
of flame and smoke from the sides 
of the ships, would announce the 
explosion of more ammunition or 
another magazine. 


As the flames shot higher and 
higher above the decks of the mag- 
nificent vessels that had composed 
Admiral Cervera's fleet, many of 
those who witnessed the scene felt 
it had a strong connection with the 
destruction of the American battle- 
ship Miiihe in Havaxia hjarbor flve 
months ago.

Today it was his ship that sa nk 
two Spanish torpedo hoat destroyers 
and afterwards received the Spanish 
admiral aboard as a prisoner of 
war. 


From his position on the bridge 
of the Gloucester, Lieutenant Com- 
mander Wain W r i g h t watched the 
flames and smoke as they enveloped 
the decks of the three greatest war- 
ships of the Spanish navy, which 
were soon to be reduced to but shat- 
tered masts and twisted smoke- 
stacks, protruding above the water, 
similar to that other picture in Ha- 
vana harbor. 
It was not strange, 
therefore, that he remarked to his 
brother officers beside him, 
"the 
Maine is avenged." 
Just then the 
Pluton and the Furor sank. The 
Gloucester's boat picked up as many 
of the survivors as she could find 
on the shore. 
The prisoners of war 
included 
the captains 
of both 
ships. 


No one offered any resistance, 
and were glad to go to the Glouces- 
ter, as they feared an attack from 
the Cubans. 


A number of the survivors, in- 
cluding officers of the Furor, who, 
it was reported, had their legs shot 
off, were scattered along the coast 
for some distance and could not be 
found. 
Three officers and six men 
of the Pluton 
escaiied from the 
shore in one of their own boats and 
pulled to the Associated Press dis- 
patch boat Wanda, where they re- 
mained until their captain, who was 
held a prisoner on the Gloucester, 
ordered them to join him on the 
latter vessel. 


The most remarkable feature of 
of the combat was the fact that, 
notwithstanding the utter destruc- 
tion of the Spanish fleet and the 
hard flght those ships made, even 
after they were on fire, the Ameri- 
can ships should escape without 
injury. 
The only possible explana- 
tion of this is the poor marksman- 
ship of the Spanish gunners, which 
has been so well demonstrated in 
every conflict of the war. 


The Newark, 
Commodore Wat- 
son's flagship, did not participate in 
the great capture, as she was coal- 
ing at Guantanamo.

MYSTERIOUS 
INVENTION. 


Colonel Bufflneton WorUlngr on On« 
Xhoueht to Be of Oreat Importance. 
Colonel A. R. BufRiigton, inventor of 
the disappearing gun now used by the 
government, is now working day and 
night at the United States rea^n-vation 
in Dover, N. J., on a new i&vention 
which it is thought will be ffen more 
important that the one which has made 
him famous. Just wJiat the invention is 
Colonel Buffington will not say. In fact, 
he did not wish it to bccome public that 
he was engaged on such important work. 
It is quite certain, though, that the in- 
vention will be in general use before 
the present war is over. 


It is the development of an idea that 
came to Colonel Buifington in 1873, 
about tbe time that he advised the use 
of a disappearing guu. There was every 
prospect of a war with Spain when he 
advocated the use of the gun carriage 
which has proved of inestimable value. 
Colonel Bui&ngton says the disappear- 
ing gun was an idea merely incidental 
to the greater invention cn which he 
was working in 1873, aud which he is 
confident he will now cariy to success- 
ful completion. 


When I saw Colonel BufSngton re- 
cently, he said: "I am sorry that I can 
give you no information on the subject. 
You know yourself how unwise it would 
be in me to talk about such an inven- 
tion before it was passed uxKin by the 
government. " 
"Is it an explosive or a 
gun you are working on?'' 
Colonel Bui- 
fington smiled—that was all. 


When the government adopted the 
disappearing gun invention. 
Colonel 
BofSngton asserted in the specification 
that he dedicated the patent to the 
United States to have, made or buy 
anywhere, without payment of royalties. 
Asked about Huoh a reckless disregard 
for opportunities for y^eaith he said re- 
cently: '/Every thing I havi invented !

A Happy Day for the Boys iu 
Camp at Chickanianga. 


Many of Tliein are .Sending Their 
First 
Soldier Money to Tlieir H o m e s - 
Heard of Victory.

T o T H E S E N T I N E L : 


At last the day that the boys of 
our batter have been anxiously look- 
ing for has come. 
This afternoon 
at about 4 o'clock the command was 
given to fall in for pay, and the w a y 
the boys scrambled into line is ex- 
celled only by the w a y they fall in 
at the call for mess. 
After all the 
men 
were 
lined up the company 
was 
marched 
over to t h e pay- 
master's headquarters and then was 
obliged to wait its turn. 


This wait, while only about 
half 
an hour in length, was the most im- 
patient one the boys have endured 
since May 16—the day we were last 
Ijaid. 
All sorts of mathematical 
calculations 
were 
indulged in to 
ascertain how much was coming to 
each soldier. It was 
rather 
diffi- 
cult to find a n y two 
men 
w h o 
figured alike or who 
obtained the 
same results. 
Some figured on the 
basis of only one month's pay at so 
much per day. 
Some 
counted the 
days 
since 
w e 
have 
been 
in Chickamauga. 
Some went back 
to the day w e left Indianapolis, 
which 
really did seem to be the 
most plausible way of figuring the 
matter. 
It was wondered 
whether 
the twenty per cent, additional pay 
that was talked about as being due 
the army in time of war, would be 
added. 
It was supposed by some 
that we -would be paid uiJ to June 
1 
just one month from the day w e 
were 
mustered 
into the United 
States army. 
And all this conject- 
uring could find no satisfactory re- 
lief by inquiring of the oiiicers, for 
this being our first pay day since 
we became United 
States 
soldiers, 
no one could 
stale definitely on 
what basis we would be paid. 
So it 
remained for the boys to stand in 
line and just wait 
until 
they got 
their money in their 
hands. 
Some 
of the men had figured the matter 
down to the exact amount 
that 
would be due them if they were to 
be paid for the full 
fifty 
days— 
from May 12 to July 
1, and 
including the twenty per cent, ad- 
ditional 
and these 
came 
nearest 
to the 
amount 
ceived. 
Soon 
all 
were 
lieved of the anxiety, 
and as 
boys marched past the 
paymaster's 
stand 
and 
received 
their money, 
they started to stroll slowly back to 
their own quarters fully satisfied 
with what they had received. 
Some 
of the boys say they received even a 
little more than they 
had 
figured 
out that they were to receive. To- 
night all is joy in the hearts of the 
soldier boys, 
and 
some are even 
now writing letters home in which 
they intend to send 
some of their 
money, if not the largest share of it. 
Every man in the battery was paid 
what was due him up to July 1, 
even the new recruits 
who joined 
us only a week or so ago. 


There was a little fun created by 
one of our corporals at the expense 
of a new man a day or two 
ago. 
The 
recruit 
was 
expressing his 
doubts as to whether the new 
men 
would come in on this pay day for 
any money, and the 
corporal 
jok- 
ingly said : 
"Why, now, 
certainly 
certainly not. 
You fellows haven't 
done anything to earn any 
money 
yet." 
And then 
the recruit 
replied: 
"I'd like to know 
w h y 
we haven't done anything. 
We've 
done all the dirty work that's 
been 
done around camp 
since w e came 
here.'' 
And the 
corporal had to 
acknowledge 
defeat, 
though the 
laugh was on the 
recruit. 
The ru- 
mor of the capture of Santiago 
reached Camp Thomas last night, 
and although, of course, 
nothing 
definite could be ascertamed, the 
soldiers let their joy take pessession 
of their voices, and shouting 
and 
cheering could be heard all over 
the camp, and this was kept up un- 
til a late hour. 


Over in t h e One Hundred and 
Sixtieth Indiana, some of our 
boys 
over there report that the 
members 
of the different companies got after 
the band boys, 
and routing 
them 
out of their bnnks announced the 
news to them and made them get 
out their instruments. 
They 
were 
not so particular as to how 
much 
of their uniform they put on, but 
t hey did want music and they got 
it. 
After quite a large number of 
soldiers had formed a procession, 
they marched up, 
with the band 
leading them, to the different 
brig- 
ade headquarters, and arousing the 
officers 
demanded 
a 
speech. 
Our 
boys 
say that 
although 
this 
w a s 
a 
breech 
of 
military etiquette, they 
succeeded 
in 
accomplishing 
their 
purpose.

open ta him— timt of running the 
gauntlet of powerful men-of-war 
lying in front of the harbor. 
There 
are none who applaud his induct 
more than the American officers 
and seamen who sent his ships to 
destruction. 


It was about 9 o'clock this morn- 
ing when the flagship, Infanta ^^ria 
Teresa, 
passed 
mider the walls of 
Morro castle and steamed out to sea, 
followed by the 
Cristobal 
Colon, 
the Vizcaya, the Oquendo and last 
by the torpedo 
boat 
destroyers 
Furor and Pluton. 
The lookout on 
the American 
vessels 
lying five or 
ten miles from the entrance of the 
harbor sighted them 
immediately. 
The signal for full speed ahead was 
running from the 
bridge to the en- 
gine room and every ship of the en- 
tire 
fieet 
commenced to move in 
shore toward the Spanish fleet, and 
the great twelve and thirteen-inch 
guns of the battleships 
and t h e 
smaller 
batteries on the other 
vessels fired shot after shot at long 
range. 


As the ships ran in towards the 
shore, 
the Spaniards turned east- 
ward as soon as they had 
cleared 
the harbor, 
and started on their 
race for safety, at the same time 
sending 
answering 
shots at the 
American ships as fast as the me n 
could load and fire the guns. T h e 
Brooklyn, 
the Massachusetts, the 
Texas, 
the Oregon 
and 
the Iowa 
were nearer the Spaniards than any 
others of the American vessels, but 
still most of them 
were 
too far 
away to get an effective 
range. 
Tney crowded 
on all steam, 
how- 
ever, 
in isreparation for the chase, 
never stopping their fire one mo- 
ment. 


The 
Gloucester, the fast 
little 
yacht 
that 
cannot 
boast of a n y 
heavier 
battery 
than 
several six- 
pounders 
and three-pounders, was 
lying off Aguadores, three 
miles 
east of Morro, when the Spaniards 
came out. At first she joined in the 
attack upon the large 
vessels and 
then held off some, Captain Wain- 
wright concluding to reserve his ef- 
forts for the two torpedo boat de- 
stroyers in the rear. 
The 
Glou- 
cester 
steamed 
after them 
when 
they appeared and chased them to a 
point five miles west of Morro, pour- 
ing shot after shot into them all the 
time. 


Her efforts bore abundant fruits, 
for to her belongs the credit for the 
destruction of both destroyers. She 
fired 
1,400 shots during the chase, 
and it was not long until 
both de- 
stroyers were on fire and 
plainly 
disabled. 
Nothwithstanding 
this 
they both returned the Gloucester's 
fire, and a rain of small shells 
fell 
around the yacht. 
The Furor evi- 
dently determined she 
would not 
stand the fire any longer, and she 
put about and headed back for San- 
tiago. 
Then the Gloucester simply 
smothered her with shots from her 
rapid fire guns and running like the 
wind, forced her to turn 
around 
again and head westward. 


The 
smoke 
commenced to rise 
from the Furor's sides and she put 
in towards shore. 
Before she had 
gone far, what was left of her 
crew 
abandoned her and took to the boats, 
reaching shore. 
By that 
time she 
was a mass of flames, drifting about 
helplessly. 
The Pluton was in the 
same distressing condition and was 
also headed ior shore, running up 
alongside of a low bluff, 
where she 
soon pounded to pieces and 
finally 
broke in two 
completely. 
It was a 
most dangerous landing place for 
her 
crew 
and 
only 
half of them 
reached the shore alive. 
The Glou- 
cester did not go any further west, 
but lay off shore and sent in a boat 
to the assistance of the destroyers. 


In the meantime the larger Amer- 
ican ships 
were 
gaining on the 
Spanish cruisers and a storm of 
shots 
were 
passing 
between pur- 
suers and pursued. 
The American 
fire was so rapid that the ships were 
enveloped in a thick cloud of smoke, 
and it was impossible to tell what 
vessels were doing the greatest exe- 
cution. 
The 
Brooklyn 
and five 
battleships were keeping up a con- 
tinuous fire upon the Teresa, the 
Vizcaya and the Oquendo, and the 
latter was returning it with no sue- 
cess. 
The guns of the battery just 
east of Morro castle also took part, 
and their 
shells fell around the 
American ships. 


The 
Spanish 
ships 
had 
now 
reached a point about seven 
miles 
west of Morrow and a mile or two 
beyond the place where the Furor 
was burning and the Pluton broke 
in two against the clift'. 
The flag- 
ship and the Oquendo were the first 
to show 
signals of distress. T w o 
thirteen-inch shells from one of the 
battleships had struck the Maria 
Teresa at the water 
line, 
tearing 
great holes and causing 
her to fill. 
The Oquendo suffered the same fate 
and both ships headed for a small 
cove and went 
aground 200 
yards 
from the shore, the flames shooting 
from them in every direction. 


For hours after Admiral Cervera 
went aboard the Gloucester the 
Infanta Maria Teresa, 
Almirante 
Oquendo and Vizcaya continued,to 
bum and every now and then a 
deep roar, accompanied by a burst 
of flame and smoke from the sides 
of the ships, would announce the 
explosion of more ammunition or 
another magazine. 


As the flames shot higher and 
higher above the decks of the mag- 
nificent vessels that had composed 
Admiral Cervera's fleet, many of 
those who witnessed the scene felt 
it had a strong connection with the 
destruction of the American battle- 
ship Maine in Havana harbor five 
months ago.

Today it was his ship that sa nk 
two Spanish torpedo boat destroyers 
and afterwards received the Spanish 
admiral aboard as a prisoner of 
war. 


From his position on the bridge 
of the Gloucester, Lieutenant Com- 
mander 
Wainwright 
watched the 
flames and smoke as they enveloped 
the decks of the three greatest war- 
ships of the 
Spanish navy, which 
were soon to be reduced to but shat- 
tered masts and 
twisted 
smoke- 
stacks, protruding above the water, 
similar to that other picture in Ha- 
vana harbor. 
It was not strange, 
therefore, that he remarked to his 
brother officers beside him, "the 
Maine is avenged." 
Just then the 
Pluton and the Furor sank. The 
Gloucester's boat picked up as many 
of the 
survivors as she could find 
on the shore. 
The prisoners of war 
included 
the captains 
of both 
ships. 


No one offered any 
resistance, 
and were glad to go to the Glouces- 
ter, 
as they feared an attack from 
the Cubans. 


A number of the 
survivors, in- 
cluding officers of the 
Furor, 
who, 
it was reported, had their legs shot 
off, were scattered along the 
coast 
for some distance and could not be 
found. 
Three officers and six 
men 
of the Pluton 
escaped from the 
shore in one of their own boats and 
pulled to the Associated Press dis- 
patch boat Wanda, where they re- 
mained until their captain, who was 
held a prisoner on the 
Gloucester, 
ordered them to join him on the 
latter vessel. 


The most remarkable feature of 
of the 
combat was 
the fact that, 
notwithstanding the utter destruc- 
tion of the 
Spanish 
fleet 
and the 
hard fight those ships made, 
even 
after they were on fire, the Ameri- 
can ships should 
escape 
without 
injury. 
The only possible explana-

Colonel 
Buflaneton 
Working 
on On« 


Thought to ISe of Great Importance. 
Colonel A. R. Buifiiigtou, inventor of 
the disappearing gun now used by the 
government, is now working day and 
night at the United States reaci'vation 
iu Dover, N. J., on a new 
i&vention 
which it is thought will be #»i-eu more 
important that the one which has made 
him f u m o u s . Just wJiat the invention is 
Colonel Buffington will not say. In fact, 
he did uot wish it to bfconie pablic that 
he w a s e n g a g e d on sucli important work. 
It is quite certain, though, that the in- 
vention will be iu general use before 
the present war is over. 


It is the development of an idea that 
came to Colonel Buffington in 1873, 
about the time that he advised the use 
of a disappearing gun. There was every 
prospect of a war with Spain when he 
advocated the use of the gun carriage 
whicii has proved of inestimable value. 
Colouel Buffington says the disappear- 
ing gun was an idea merely incidental 
to the greater invention on which ha 
was working in 1873, aud which he is 
confident he will now carty to success- 
ful completion. 


When I saw Colonel Buffington re- 
cently, he said: "I am sorry that I can 
give you no information on the subject. 
You know yourself how unwise it would 
be in me to talk about such an inven- 
tion before it was passed upon by the 
government." 
"Is it an explosive or a 
gun you are working on?" Colonel Buf- 
fington smiled—that was all. 


When the government adopted the 
disappearing gun invention, 
Colonel 
Buffington asserted in the specification 
that he dedicated the patent to the 
United States to have, made or buy 
anywhere, without payment of royalties. 
Asked about such a reckless disregard 
for opportunities for wealth he said re- 
cently: "Everything I have invented I 
have given to Uncle Stun. 
Why should 
uot I? I received my «ducation at his 
expense« and all that comes out of my

Indians, whom they resemble, they are 
able to endure great hardships without 
weakening 
their 
physical 
strength, j 
They can go a long time without food 
aud at all times subsist without diffi- 
culty upon natural fruits, berries, vege- 
tables aud the products of the Cuban 
swamps and forests, upon which an or- 
dinary white man would starve. 


They are excellent scouts, full of re- 
sources, have keen perception and are 
absolutely fearless. 
Their greatest de- 
fect, however, is lack of experience 
with firearms. Many of them are poor 
marksmen, and all are wasteful of their 
ammunition, which makes it necessary 
to caution them constantly. Most of the 
insurgents that have come into our 
camps in Cuba are negroes, and a ma 
jority of them of full blood. 
They are 
entirely uneducated, cannot even read 
or write, have no knowledge of the out 
side world and are as ignorant as the 
colored mountaineers of Tennessee or 
North Carolina.—William E. Curtis in 
Chicago Record.

Lines, one mile south of Santiago 
de Cuba, July 4, via Port Antonio, 
Jamaica, July 5, per the Associated 
Press dispatch boat Cynthia II , via 
Kingston, Jamaica, July 
9 a. m. 
—At noon, yesterday, acting under 
instructions 
from 
Washington, 
Major General Shafter, the com- 
mander of the American troops, sent 
a letter to General Linares, in com- 
mand of the Spanish forces defend- 
ing Santiago, demanding the sur- 
render of the city. 
The message 
was delivered by Colonel Dorst. 


Three hours elapsed before the 
firing 
could be stopped. 
General 
Linares responded promptly with 
an absolute refusal to surrender. 


General Shafter at noon today re- 
peated his demand for the surrender 
of the city and notifled General 
Linares that unless Santiago sur- 
rendered 
hostilities would be re- 
sumed at noon on Tuesday. Up to 
this evening (General Linares has 
not replied to the second request for 
the surrender of the city. 


Conferences with the consuls of 
the foreign jjowers have been coji- 
ducted

The consuls said t h e r e ' were ¡il,- 
000 men. 
women and children, 
foreign subieots. in tho city and 
they requested a cessation of hos- 
tilities in order to enable them to 
be removed oiitaide Santiago and to 
be placed under the protection of 
the United States. 


This was definitely reftised by 
the American commander, who de- 
clined to accept any such resi^onsi- 
bility. 


Tho consuls wore told that it 
re.sted with thom to insist upon 
General Linares' surrender. 


The conference was resumed at 9 
o'clock this moraing, when the con- 
suls oxpres.^ed grave doubts as to 
General Linares" surrender, on ac- 
count of false telegrams in regard 
to Spiinisii victories and yellow 
fever atnong the American troops 
sent dail.y to Madrid, 
which cause 
the Spaniards to think they dare 
not surrender and return to Si)ain. 


However, the foreign consuls will 
demand the surrender of the city, 
but it is doubtful whether they v.-ill 
prevail. 


All negotiations are submitted 
direct to Washington, thus causing 
some delay. 
General Wheeled tele- 
phones to General Shafter and the 
latter, over the military wire in his 
tent, connected with the cable sta- 
tion at Guantanamo Bay, communi- 
cates direct v/ith Washington. 


A courier of the Associated Press 
at 4 o'clock this afternoon said no 
conclusions had been reached. 


General Shafter denies the exist- 
ence of a general armistice 
under 
the white 
flag, and it is believed 
hostilities will recommence on Tues- 
day at 12 o'clock, before which time 
the exodus of the 31,000 foreigners 
will be accomplished.

The American victory is complete. 


The American vessels are practically 
untouched and only one man was 
dlled, thongb. the ships were sub- 
jected to the heavy fire of the 
Spaniards all the time the battle 
lasted 
Admiral Cervera made as 


gallant a rush for liberty and for 
the preservation of his ships as ever 
occurred in the history of naval 
warfare. In the face of overwhelm- 
ing odds, with nothing before him 
but inevitable destruction or sur- 
render if be remained any longer in 
the trap in which the American 
fleet held him, he made a bold dash 
from the harbor at a time when the 
Americans least expected him to do 
so, fighting every inch of the way, 
and even when his ships were 
ablaze and sinking, he tried to 
escape the doom which thundered 
from every American gun trained 
upon his vessels. The Anierioans 
saw him the moment he left thu 
harbor, and commenced their work 
of destruction immediately. 


For an hour or two they followed 


the flying Spaniards to the west- 
ward along the shore lino, sending 
shot after shot into their blazing 
halls, tearing great holes in their 
steel sides and covering their deck-* 
with the blood of the killed nnd 
wounded. 
At no time did the 


Spaniards show any indication that 
they intended to do otherwise than 
fight to the last. 
They showed no 


signals to surrender, even when 
their ships commenced to sink and 
great clouds of smoke pouring from 
their sides showed they were on 
Ere, but they turned their h e&ds to 
ward the shore, less than a mile 
away, and ran them on the beach 
and rocks, where their destruction 
was soon completed.

The Gloucester, the fast little 


vacht that eantot boost of any 
heavier battery than several six- 
pounders and three, pounders, was 
lying off Aguadores, three miles 
east of Morro, when the Spaniards 
caino out. At first she joined m the 
attack upon the large vessels and 
then held off some, (Japtain Wain- 
wright concluding to reserve his ef- 
forts for the two torpedo boat de- 
stroyers in the rear. The (^loo- 
cester steamed after them when 
they appeared and chased them to a 
point five miles west of Morro, pour- 
ing shot after shot into them all the 
time. 


Her efforts bore abundant fruits, 


for to her belongs the credit for the 
destruction of both destroyers. She 
fired i,4CO shots during the chase, 
and it was not long until both de- 
stroyers were on fire and plainly 
disabled. 
Notwithstanding this 


they both returned the Gloucester's 
fire, and a rain of small shells fell 
around the yacht. 
The Furor evi- 


dently determined she would not 
stand the fire any longer, and.she 
put about, and headed back for San- 
tiago. 
Then the Gloucester simply 


smothered her with shots from her 
rapid fire guns and running like the 
wind, forced her to turn around 
again and head westward. 


The smoke commenced to rise 


from the Furor's sides und she put 
in towards shore. Before she had 
gone far, what was left of her crew 
abandoned her and took to the boats, 
reaching shore. By that time she 
was a mass of flames, drifting about 
helplessly. 
The Plnton was in the 


same distressing condition and was 
also headed for shore, running up 
alongside of a low bluff, where she 
soon pounded to pieces and finally 
broke in two completely. 
It was a 


most dangerous landing place for 
her crew and only balf of them 
reached the shore alive. The Glou- 
cester did not go any further west, 
but lav off shore and sent in a boat 
to the assistance of the destroyers. 


In the meantime the larger Amer- 


ican ships were gaining on the 
Spanish cruisers and a storm of 
shots were passing between pur- 
suers and pursued. The American 
fire was so rapid that the ships were 
enveloped hi a thick cloud of smoke, 
and it was impossible to iell what 
vessels were doing the greatest eie- 
cution. 
The Brooklyn, and five 


battleships were keeping up a con 
tinuons fire upon the Tereea, the 
Viicaya and the Oquendo, and the 
latter was returning it with no sac- 
eel's. The guns of the battery just 
east of Morro castle also took part, 
and tbeir shells fell around the 
American ships.
